—The Chinese have built some remarkable bridges. 
There is one at Foochow which is called “The Bridge 
of Ten Thousand Ages,” and is said to be eight hun- 
dred years old. The peculiarity of it is that the stone 
is used as ifit were timber. Instead of arches there are 
hewed stones, three feet square and over forty feet long, 
laid across the tops of the piers, and on these are laid 
flat slabs of granite to form the flooring. On each side 
of the bridge, throughout its whole length, are small 
shops. It is a quarter of a mile long, and has forty 
piers.—[ Wide-A wake.

ment. Very few realize how important such purifica- 
tion is for the health of the family, or indeed, understand 
or realize that there can be any impurity in the rooms, 
yet ina few hours a pitcher or pail of cold water, the 
colder the more effective, will make the air of the room 
pure, but the water will be entirely unfit for use. In 
bed-rooms a pan or pitcher of water should always be 
kept, and changed often if any one stays in the room 
during the day; certainly be put in fresh when the in- 
mates retire. Such water should never be drank, but 
either a covered pitcher or glass bottle with a stopper 
should be used for drinking water, and always be kept 
closely covered. Impure water causes more sickness 
than even impure air, and for that reason before using 
water from a pump or reservoir for drinking or cooking, 
one should pump or draw enough to clear the pipes be- 
fore using it, particularly in the morning, after the water 
has been standing in the pipes all night.—[Sel. 


—Mr. Gladstone’s tour of speech-making was admir- 
ably timed. It was just at the moment when it was ap- 
parent to all that coercion failed to coerce, that the con- 
stabulary were balked in their efforts to prevent the - 
meetings of the League, that the government had 
broken down completely in trying to carry through their 
Irish policy, and people were wondering what would 
happen next, that the great Liberal leader appeared. 
His journey to Nottingham was marked by a series of 
ovations of the heartiest and most triumphant kind. 
His vigor of body and mind surprised even his oppo- 
nents. Thus the London Times, commenting on his 
speeches, expresses its amazement “at the fecundity of 
language and the physical endurance displayed by a man 
completing seventy-eight years.” His utterances, how- 
ever, were somewhat disappdintiez even to his friends 
on account of their indefiniteness; but this indefinite- 
ness is a mark of wisdom, for no plan could be outlined 
which would not have to be modified by cireumstances. 
He still adheres to his purpose to secure for Ireland a 
form of home rule which shall be acceptable to both 
Protestant and Catholic. and yet be subordinated to the 
imperial government. There is an urgent need of set- 
tling this Irish question speedily, for a social problem of 
the gravest nature is pressing for solution in the capital 
city of the kingdom.—[Zion’s Herald. 


—The Methodist Times (London) is confident that the 
“coming battle of Christianity’ will not be seriously af- 
fected by the outcome of the controversy over the au- 
thenticity of the Pentateuch: ‘Who that has come into 
close contact with all sorts and conditions of men can 
doubt that the question of questions to-day is the social 
question! Can Christianity deal with the social -misery 
which crouches under the shadow of every church? 
That is ‘The Coming Battle.’ Our special commis- 
sioner is exposing a little of the bitter and crushiag poy- 
erty which abounds even in the west end of London. 
Can Christianity lay an ax to the root of*that Upas 
tree? If it can, we may await in peace the final decis- 
ion of Hebrew scholars with respect to the Pentateuch. 
If it can not, the battle is lost, and all the Hebrew 
scholars in the world can not save us. It is quite true, 
as even George Sand maintained in her voluminous writ- 
ings, that all genuine reformation must work from within. 
But it must also work from withont. Human weakness 
and human ignorance, as well as human sinfulness, need 
an environment favorable to virtue. As Mr. Gladstone 
said long ago, in language that will never die: ‘It is our 
supreme duty to make it easy to do right and difficult to 
do wrong.’ But while thousands of London families live 


d|in one room, virtue is almost impossible. If Christian- 


ity can not alter all that, Christianity will be rejected by 
the twentieth century. The very success of Christian- 
ity has become the trial of Christianity. Men are at 
last aware that the existing social condition of millions

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THE LORD'S DAY IN SCRIPTURE—SOME 
SABBATH QUESTIONS.—No. 4.

The institution of one day in seven, devoted to rest 
from toil and to the worship of God, dates from the 
creation. The significance of the well known passage 
(Gen. 2: 23) respecting the rest of God and his sancti- 


fying the period, which marks the conclusion of the} 


creative days, is plain. While the world endures man 
is to dedicate one-seventh of his time to religious use. 
Time is to be enumerated by weeks, and one day of 
each is to be the Lord’s, hallowed and consecrated. 
Which day of the week as it now exists shall be so dis- 
tinguished the passage leaves undetermined. That the 
week known to us, in its present count of days, coin- 
cides with the weeks following the creation is an arbi- 
trary supposition. The view that the antediluvian pa 
triarchs preserved the original arrangement and trans- 
mitted it to their children from generation to genera- 
tion has its basis only in vivid imagination. The 
chances by number of days are six against one that 
the original count is lost in the mists of antiquity. It 
is well known that the early races measured time by 
lunar changes. The quarter periods of the moon are 
seven and three-eighth days. The appearance of the 
new moon is a prominent feature in all oriental relig- 
ions, in the Jewish no less than others. If through 
any mishap the count of days were lost, the tendency 
would be to recast the week by the coming of the new 
moon. But this. occurring once in the interval be- 
tween Adam and Moses, would give a new arrangement, 
a different week from that at the beginning. All then 
that can be settled positively from this passage in Gen- 
esis respecting the Sabbath, is the declaration of the 
antiquity of a Sabbath ordinance, and. the universal 
obligation for man to obeerve a weekly recurring Sab- 
bath, holy unto the Lord. 

The Sabbath which falls on the zeventh dey is of later 
development, and dates from the Exodus. O¢ehler, a 
competent authority (O. T. Theol. psge 328), represents 
it as of purely Mosaic origin. The first direction to 
the host of Israel to keep a weekly Sabbath takes a 
form, which, on the. face, shows that the people were 
unused to such a service. Indeed. while in Egypt they 
lived under the influence of the Egyptian week, which 
instead of seven days counted ten. Aiter the crossing 
of the sea the Sabbath for the Jews was set on the 
seventh day, to commemorate their deliverance. It 
was to be a sign of God’s mercy, and a mark of dis- 
tinction from the nations round about. Israel is to re- 
member that it was a servant in the land of Egypt, and 
that the Lord God brought it thence through a mighty 
hand and a stretched out arm; “therefore (Deut. 5: 15) 
the Lord thy God commanded thee to keep the Sab- 
bath day.” To the same effect Nehemiah testifies 
when he declares (9: 14) how God made known unto 
Israel his holy Sabbath by the hand of Moses, 
his servant. 

What the seventh day of the week was to the Jew 
under the new covenant of Moses, the first day of the 
week is to the Christian under the covenant of grace. 
The resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead is the 
seal and proof of his Messiahship, and of his conquest 
over death and hell. Had there been no resurrection 
Paul deolgres that Christian faith and Christian preach- 
ing would be vain. (I. Cor. 15:14.) Bat because 
Ohrist is raised Paul knows, and all know that death 
(I. Oor. 15: 54) is swallowed up in victory. 

But by every account the day chosen of God for 
Christ’s resurrection was the first day of the week. 
Respecting this there is but a single voice. The four 
evangelists here speak as oné. Christ burst the bars 
of death, and appeared first to the two Marys on the 
first day of the week. (Mark 16: 9; Matt. 28: 9.) 
Later the same day he is seen of Peter (Luke 24: 34; 
I. Oor. 15: 5), and as evening falls, still upon the self- 
same day, he appears to Luke and Cleopas on their way 
to Emmaus (Luke 24: 35) Still later, the self-same 
day, when the disciples come together in the city with 
doors closed for fear of the Jews, suddenly Jesus is 
in the midst, saying, “Peace be unto you.” (Luke 
24: 36) All these appearances, so far, are on the very 
day of his rising, the first day of the week. Such a 
day, with its wonderful confirmations of Christian 
hope, establishing the promises and sealing our faith in 
Jesus as the Son of God, must be the blessedest day of 
time. And the day, which commemorates such events, 


must be the blessedest day of the year, and the bless- 
edest day of the week. This was the estimation in 
which it was held in the early Church, for soon the 
disciples were forbidden on Sundays to pray on their 
knees. They were to atend erect (Hodge Theol. III: 
338), exulting in the accomplishment of the work of 
Christ’s redeeming love. And in the Church to-day, 
when the Sunday morning breaks, Christians rejoice 
with the gladness. which prompted the lines— _ 
‘ Welcome, sweet day of rest, 
That saw the Lord arise; 
Welcome to this reviving breast 
And these rejoicing eyes.” 


Notice has already been taken of the numerous ap- 
pearances of the Lord which occurred on the day of 
his resurrection. It was on the last of these when he 
was seen of the dieciples, Thomas being absent. (John 
20: 24) Between all these and his next appearance 
one week exactly elapses. When the disciples on the 
following first day are assembled (John 20: 26), Thomas 
being present, Jesus again stands before them and ac- 
cepts the worship of Thomas. That all these appear- 
ances of the risen Lord occurred on the first day of 
the week hallows the day of itself in the conscious- 
ness ot Christians forever. 

The idea of purpose in these selections of the first day 
of the week, for events so dear to the Christian heart, 
receives confirmation when it is observed that on this 
year Pentecost, with its plenteous descent of the Holy 
Spirit, fell on Sunday. It has been claimed from a 
passage in Barnabas (c. 15) which reads, “We devote 
to gladness the eighth day, on which Jesus rose from 
the dead, and after having manifested himself, ascend- 
ed to heaven,” that Ascension-day was on Sunday also 
But the “forty days” mentioned by Luke (Acts 1: 3) 
as intervening between the resurrection and the ascen- 
sion, seems to cast doubt upon this opinion. The pas- 
sage shows, however, the existence of an early tradi- 
tion in this form. But that the dsy of Pentecost was 
the first day of the week is well understood. Meyer 
remarks, pertinently (Acts 2: 1), “The tradition of the 
ancient Church has very correctly placed the first 
Christian Pentecost on the Sunday.” 

But Pentecost has well been called the birthday of 
the Christian Church. There was answer to the united 
prayers of discipleship. Then God breathed forth the 
Spirit, the Comforter. Then came that first magnifi- 
cent triumph in the conversion of three thousand 
souls. What marvel that from that time on the ob- 
servance of Sunday as the Lord’s day became more and 
more the worship day of the growing Church? The 
Jewish converts from habit continued to observe the 
seventh day, to which they had been trained from 
childhood, while they also kept with joy the new day 
of Jesus. The apostles on missionary journeys used 
the synagogues as missionary ground, and so attended 
them when open for service, which was regularly on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays. Bat the Gon- 
tile churches from the first laid heavier stress on the 
services of the first day of the week. Already when 
Paul, on his last journey to Jerusalem comes to Troas, 
he mee‘s the disciples on Sunday evening ( Acts 20: 5), 
who were assembled at this time “in accordance with 
their usual custom.” (Farrar, Paul II1: 277) They 
had come together “as a matter of course from habit, 
not especially summoned because the apostle was on 
the spot.” (Bib. Com. Acts 20: 7 ) 

Further indication of the observance of Sunday at 
an early period appears in the apostle’s direction to 
the Corinthian Church ([. Cor. 16: 2) to lay by an 
offering in store on the first day of the week; while 
also the Apostle John in Patmos, declaring himself in 
the spirit on the day of Christian worship, records the 
beautiful title of the day already coming into general 
use, the Lord’sdey. (Rev. 1:10) Meyer remarks on 
this passage, “The Lord’s day is the first day of the 
week, the Sanday, which was celebrated as the dsy of 
the Lord’s resurrection.” 

It is possible to multiply references from early Chris- 
tian writers, pointing toward the regular observance 
of the first day of the week by the primitive Church, 
but as the present purpose is to consider chic fly the 
biblical argument it will suffice to mention from among 
these corroboratory writings only the testimony of the 
recently discovered Teaching of the Apostles, which, 
next to sacred Scripture, is authority on the customs 
of apostolic times. This invaluable document coun- 
sels the Church respecting the Sabbath, as follows 
(c. 14): “But on the Lord’s day do ye assemble and 


é 


break bread and give thanks after confessing your 
transgressions, in order that your sacrifice may be 
pure.” From this passage it is clear that the term 
“Lord’s day” was in current usage, requiring no expla- 
nations, and that it designated the regular day of 
Christian worship. 

The negative testimony of the Scriptures, moreover, 
should not be overlooked. It has already been obsery- 


_| ed that in all the New Testament no ipvjunotion can be 


found directing the observance of the seventh day. A 
silence, which is equally significant, pervades all Chris- 
tian scripture respecting the non-observance of the 
first day of the week. From the very birthday of the 
Church, worship was held on Sundays, as has already 
been shown. If, as some insist, to observe the first 
day as a Sabbath be an error, why were not Sunday 
assemblages rebuked? Why should encouragement 
instead of reproof have been extended to those Gen- 
tile converts, who were making Sunday their chief 
holy day? The first Jerusalem council discussed ex- 
haustively the differences between the brethren of 
Jewish and Gentile extraction, and was content to in- 
hibit meats offered to idols, blood, things strangled, 
and fornication (Acts 15: 29.) The council does not 
even suggest a change in the practice of the brethren 
in Asia in the matter of their Sunday worship. The 
silence of the decree on this point, as well as the gen- 
eral silence of Scripture, ia eloquent approval of the 
Lord’s day as the Christian Sabbath. 

Is it said that the New Testament furnishes no ex- 
plicit edict authorizing a change from the Saturday 
Sabbath to Sunday? But there was nothing to make 
such an edict necessary. The apostolic church author- 
ized the change by living the change. It is a simple 
fact of history that the church observed the first day, 
and soon ceased to observe the seventh day. The 
high motives and sympathies inducing this course have 
already been attended to. Even the Jewish disciples, 
whose old time habitudes led them to keep Saturday 
as well as Sunday, after the fall of Jerusalem, ceased 
to observe the seventh day. It is therefore with no 
consciousness of wrong, but rather with the joy of a 
high privilege, that Christians assembled in their 
churches for worship on the Lord’s day. In this serv- 
ice they commemorate one of the grandest events of 
history, and manifest their faith in their risen Lord, 
whom they believe, according to his word, to be Lord 
of the Sabbath day. As has been happily said by Dr. 
Stone, “The last Sabbath of the seventh day was tle 
dying Sabbath of a ‘dead Christ;’ the first Sabbath of 
the firat day is the live Sabbath of the risen Jesus. 
He entered into his rest on it, and thus made it the 
Sabbath of the Christian age.”

CHRISTIAN LIBERTY AND UNITY.—No. 2.

Divisions alone have not been the bane but often the 
means of special blessing to the Church and to man. 
With as much or more truth it may be said that a dis- 
regard—an arbitrary, despotic, disregard of divine di- 
versities, of appointed differences—bas been the bane, 
the overshadowing evil of the Christian Church and 
the world. Thus far the strife has been for unity or 
uniformity, while that which needs equal recognition 
has been neglected. We should remember that divers- 
ity is as sacred as unity, and is, indeed, ite true founds- 
tion. 

God has made infinite variety. There is no dull uni- 
formity in any part of his living creation, while the 
higher we rise in the scale of being the greater the dif- 
ferences, which we can not neglect without violating 
his law. Oar liberty, our many blessings, have come— 
not so much from any visible conformity the world has 
yet known, but directly from the uprising and out- 
bursting of heroio hearts, of living souls, breaking the 
bonds of a false union, and asserting the rights of a 
sacred personality. As illustrating this, look at our 
Protestant denominations. While all deplore sectiem 
and regret divisions that now represent no special prin- 
ciple of dissent or profession, cf denial or affirmation, 
yet these separations mark epochs of human progress; 
point to a fullness of time in which God sent forth his 
Spirit; indicate the coming in mercy and judgment of 
chosen prophets, burdened with a message from the 
Lord—Oalvin, with his doctrine of divine sovereignty 
and grand trath of Ohristian equality; Luther, plead- 
ing for an open Bible and the supremacy of conscience; 
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George Fox, witnessing for the “inner light” and the 
presence of God in every heart; Williams, with his 
trust in Providence and charter of universal liberty; 
Rogers and Greenwood, appealing from kingly rule, 
from the hierarchy to the one Lord and Master as the 
Head of the Church; Wesley and his associates, 
preaching repentance and a free salvation—these men 
were prophets of God. Their aim was not to divide 
the good or to form parties, but they preached the Gos- 
pel, and as aforetime, it was “the power of God unto 
salvation.” At the beginning of the last century there 
was, throughout the British Empire, great unity 
among professed Christians. ‘The establishment” 
had ceased to be oppressive, while Puritan and Inde- 
pendent no longer urged dissent, and all were at peace 
—even with the devil; for it was the reign and unity 
of spiritual death. How evident that a dead world 
and sleeping Church needed those youthfal enthusiasts 
that were first called Methodists at Oxford! 

-Though Wesley always adhered to the Anglican 
Church and did not desire a division, yet his broad 
liberality and universal tolerance made him unavoida- 
bly the founder of a sect. At the first conference of 
the Methodist clergy, in his address, Wesley said: “You 
can not be admitted to the church of Presbyterians, 
Baptists, Quakers, or any others, unless you hold the 
same opinions with them, and adhere to the same mode 
of worship. The Methodists alone do not insist upon 
your holding this or that opinion, but they think and 
let think. Neither do they impose avy particular mode 
of worship, but you may continue to worship in your 
former manner, be it what it may. Now, I do not 
know any other religious society wherein such liberty 
of conscience is now allowed, or has been allowed 
since the days of the apostles. Here is our glorying, 
and it isa glorying peculiar to us.” How manifest 


the presence of the heavenly Father in all these! 


gtand movements of moral reform! We should not 
conolude that mon are sectarians simply because they 
are members of and loyal to these denominations. We 
may possibly denounce because of our own narrowness, 
and condemn in proportion to our bigotry. 

Again, we make a mistake if we suppose that these 
divisions of the Protestant Church are monuments of 
that “carnal spirit” which St. Paul so sharply reprov- 
ed at Corinth. It is often intimated that the great 
apostle would now write to the followers of the Lord 
Jesus: “Brethren, I see there are contentions among 
you. One saith, I am of Knox; and another, I am of 
Luther; and another, Iam of Wesley; Iam of Rob- 
inson; and I of Williams. Areye not carnal and walk 
after the manner of men?” But these denominations 
did not spring from the “envying and strife and fac- 
tions” that prevailed at Corinth Who of ws does not 
now glory in these mighty men of God, recognizing in 
them the helping hand of the Father—the outreaching 
and uplifting of his love and liberty? Aud who can 
doubt that Paul, the deuntless, would recognize in 
Luther and Zwingle, in Robingon, Rogers and Will- 
iams, in Whitefield and Wesley, fellow-heroes and 
brothers, in pleading for the rights of man and the 
freedom of the Gospel of Chriet? No; these men 
were not filled with envy and thus Icd to divide a 
peaceful Zion, but they proclaimed “the Word of God” 
that divides, discorns, and pierces! And these divis- 
ions of the Church—of a nominal church—are rather 
monuments of heroism and fidelity. As we have said, 
they mark uprisings of the soul in response to the 
Spirit’s call—uprisings in behalf of imprisoned con- 
science, and the rights of an oppressed manhood. 
They mark epochs in the history of redemption, when 
the only progress possible in Christianity was by a re- 
turn to the simplicity of the Gospel—a return to 
Ohrist as the supreme and living Head of the Church. 

I think also it is but fair to remember that men are 
not now in the denominations about us because of a 
party or sectarian feeling. Very few are Methodists 
because they prefer the doctrines of Arminius to the 
“institutes of John Calvin.” We are where we are by 
virtue of our birth and education. We love the 
church of our fathers, of our pious mothers, while 
those without such tender associations are drawn in 
love to the people by whom they were led to the 
Savior. Very few now follow these modern prophets, 
conscious that the testimony ‘hey once gave with such 
heroic zeal—conscious that their noble protests and 
retorms are still demanded—for the work to which 
these leaders were called of God has in many cases 
been accomplished. Once the Quaker wore his hat at 


court in behalf of a holy principle. It was a declara- 
tion of human equality, a protest against the assump- 
tions of kingoraft; not an expression of pride, but of 
faith in the sacred rights of man as man, faith in the 
universal, impartial fatherhood of God. 

It is around some great truth, some neglected or 
mutilated principle, that men gather and crystalize into 
parties and denominations. So it was at the time of 
the Reformation, and ‘‘each sect, from the proudest to 
the most puny, rallied*around an important truth.” 
Every advance in Christianity implies a closer union 
with Christ, a deeper sense of his presence and author- 
ity, a more complete consecration to the great, change- 
less end of the Gospel—the emancipation, the redemp- 
tion of man. When a medieval theology smote the re- 
ligion of love and reason in the face; when men were 
crazed with metaphysical creeds and driven to despair 
by iron systems of doctrine, it was to the glory of God 
that a banner of revolt was raised against a paganized 
Christianity. When orthodoxy becomes formal and 
oppressive, then heretics are needed. And, thank 
God, there have been heroic men who have dared to 
stand alone for the truth—who have not “counted 
their lives dear unto themselves, so that they might 
testify to the Gospel of the grace of God.” But when 
men are drawn together and are successful—made 
strong in the work of the Lord—there is ever present 
the danger of coming to idolize the party, adore the 
instrument, to change the means of grace into an end, 
and becoming ambitious—smitten with a lust for 
power, to make church-building instead of man-build- 
ing the supreme object. We suffer for a truth and 
men are drawn to it, uplifted by it, and then we forget 
that the end of all truth is freedom. We forget that 
the value of church and temple, of ceremony, creed, 
and sacrament, is in being helps to divinize the man; 
“that in this place,” whether at Jerusalem or Rome, 
Geneva or Westminster, wherever the humblest child 
of God is found, there “is one greater than the temple.” 

At the first, the Quaker, for man’s sake, refused to 
remove his hat even in the presence of a king, but at 
last man must take off his hat to Quakerism! At 
the first it is the system for the man, then it is the 
man for the system. In the moment of victory we are 
liable to forget the sacred cause for which we drew the 
sword, and we are ready to mount the empty throne 
of defeated tyranny. 

Is not this the genesis of our Protestant denomina- 
tions, and at least one of the dangers that threaten all 
human success? Nothing can be more false and bitter 
than the spirit of sectism in religion. And no doubt 
there are places where the sharp words of Paul to the 
carnal Corinthians would directly apply; where their 
atrife and jealousy are copied to the very letter. 
Church partisanship, sa we sometimes see it, is a most 
wicked caricaturs of Christianity. To attempt the 
gilding of our pride, lust, and self-righteousness with 
the gold of the sanctuary is sacrilegious presumption.

THE PERSEVERANCE OF SAINTS. 


This subject has been earnostly discussed as a theo- 


logical doctrine. It may be more wisely considered as} 


a question of practical privilege and duty. Whether 
or not it is true that persons once couverted inay fall 
away and be finally lost, there is no deubt but all con- 
verted persons may and ought to persevere to the end 
and so make their calling and election sure. 

We may safely assume that the experience of the 
Christian life is subjsct to the same laws which apply 
to the ordinary affairs of men; so that it is a question, 
subject to the choice of every Christian, whether he 
will, or will not, persevere in the good way which he 
entered at conversion, and whatever relation the divine 
purpose has to the matter lies back of this realm of 
human freedom. 

Without question there is in human character, as a 
result of free choice,a tendency toward perpetuity, 
whether the choice be for good or for evil. A man 
who makes his choice for a wrong course is likely to 
cherish that decision of his mind and be in character 
and life a bad man. 5S», one who dec'des that he will 
consecrate his heart and life to God and his service, 
will be likely to continue still. As the bad man may 
change his decision and become a good man, reason and 
experience, as well as solemn Scripture warningr, seem 
to teach that good men may be so overpowered with 
evil as to change their good choice for the choice of 


evil. Sach a change would be very unreasonable and 
unwise, but so is sin in everyf.rm and in every rational 
being, unreasonable and unwise. 

There are some difficulties to be met in the way of 
Christian living which tend to discourage timid souls, 
and to require from resolute ones earnest endeavor. 

The besetments of mortal life which are common to 
men are present with the Christian to be met and over- 
come; and each Christian, like every other human being, 
has his own peculiar points of temptation and danger. 
Owing to the imperfection of human knowledge, there 
is constant liability to doubts relative to doctrines 
which are or which seem to be essential parts of the 
Christian religion, and these doubts tend to undermine 
and remove the inspiration of motives to perseverance 
in the way cf Christian believing and living. The way 
of Christian endeavor to promote the interests of 
Chrisi’s kingdom is beset with difficulties, in coping 
with which courage sometimss fails, and effort ceases. . 
From failure in reaching one’s own ideal of personal 
excellence, discouragement may arise. 

Still, nothing can really hinder perseverance in the 
Christian way but sin, deliberately cherished and in- 
dulged. Jesus, the Captain of our salvation, perse- 
vered and triumphed as our leader and example, and he 
proffers his aid to every true disciple and follower. A 
cloud of witnesses, pious souls, who have passed on into 
the unseen, leave their testimony to the possibility of 
final triumphs for all who imitate their exsmple, and 
this possibility is the more assured to us because perse- 
verance is but a continual doing the little duties and 
using the every-day opportunities which life brings. 
We have also this tremendous motive to inspire earnest 
effort, that to fail is to lose everything, for this life and 
for that which is to come. 

Duty, then, plainly indicates that no Christian should 
cherish avy other thought than that of perseverance. 
To this end the mind should often be refreshed by 
motives to perseverance. The duties of each moment 
should be performed with promptness, thus making 
the way of Christian living easy and pleasant. And, 
finally, we should look ever to Jesus for encourage- 
ment and assistance. : 

But especially is it neeessary for all who would per- 
severe in the Christian way to look outside of them- 
selves, and not mske their pursuit a merely selfish en- 
deavor. Thus did not Jesus, and thus must not we. 
He came not to be ministered unto, but to minister. 
By living thus the difficulties will largely vanish, and 
the way will becoms easy to feet inspired by love toward 
God and men.

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WATER BAPTISM. 


Bro. Jones,—We need a little information on the 
question, “Should a person be received into a church 
organization before receiving water baptisa?”’ 

St. Paul preached the Gospel many years, and trav- 
eled extensively, and organized a large number of 
churches, and he says that the only persons whom he 
baptized in Coriath were Crispus, Gains, and the house- 
hold of Stephanss. 
supposed by many to have been the Philippian jailer 
who was baptized in the night by the apes‘le while he 
was there a prisoner. In none of h's letters does Paul 
speak of baptizing any other persons converted under 
his ministry, either before or at the tima of organiz'ng 
achurch. Nor does he speak of any other minister 
baptizing for him. St. Paul gives the reason why he 
did not baptize with water. He says, “Christ sent me 
not to baptize, but to preach the Gospel.” I. Cor. 1: 17 

Can it be shown that Paul failed to do his duty asa 
minister of Christ because he did not baptize with 
water? If St. Paul did right, how can it be shown 
that ministers, who follow his example at the present 
day, do wrong? 

I believe in water baptism, but I have seen godly 
men and women, whose piety.no one could doubt, who 
had not been baptized with water. We have ministers 
among us who never baptize. We have female preach- 
ers who are pious, educated, and talented, but they 
never baptize. They have been ordained to the work 
of the ministry, and are very useful preachers. 

I know it will be said that “the brethren can baptize 
for them.”’ Very true; but, if they baptize by proxy. 
why not preach by proxy? I think there may be cases 
where delay is justifiable as an exception, and not as a 
rule. 

Being “‘born again” is the way to Christ’s church; 
then communion and water baptiem should follow in 
the order named. We should exercise reason with re- 
gard to this matter,and not become unduly excited 
because we differ in opinion. Those who do not accept 
our views must not be considered as dishonest or unwise.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasurnaton, D. 0., October 25, 1887. 

The other morning, just about the dawn of day, when 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland quietly arrived from 
their long tour, they locked as bright and fresh as if 
they had only returned from drive to Oak View, in- 
stead of having been absent three weeks, traveled 
4500 miles through seventeen states, and met millions 
of American citizens, who gladly greeted their distin- 
guished guests with a continuous round of festivities. 
Both the President and his wife expressed themselves 
as delighted with thir travele and charmed with the 
cordiality and hospitality of their reception, as well as 
greatly pleased at the indications of the sub; tential evi- 
dences of the progress and prosperity of the great and 
growing region through which they passed. No doubt 
the trip will be of material benefit to both the people 
and the President 

The departments’ clerks are again in what may be 
aptly termed a st.te of mind over the resumption of the 
civil service examinations, which began in the War De- 
partment last summer, end were suspended temporarily 
on account of the heat. Ultimately ail the clerks will 
have to submit ts the test. whether there be vacancies 
or not. Many of the unfortunates, in their anxiety 
and desperation, are nightly pondering their old text- 
booke, while others have obtained private teachers.

The adjudication of the 
last named cases will det rmine the constitut'onslity of 
state prohib tory legielation and will, besides, involve 
millions cf dollars, for in the event that the decision is 
adverse t> such enactments, the states will be made 
peouniarily responsible for breaking up the liquor traf- 
fis without compensation to the dealers. Thus it can 
be readily perceived what an immense responsibility 
resta on our highest court in this clacs of cases.

tural colleges and agricultural experiment ‘tations in 
the United ftates, had a meeting in this city for the

A scien:ific experiment is being made in the reptile 
department of the Smithscn‘an Inst'tation, thet may 
result in much benefit to humanity; it is the inj:ction 
of the virus of the rat lesnake into dogs and pigeons, 
with the view of discovering an avt'd: t3 to that deadly 
poison. 

Washington is not free from labor troubles, as the 
Knights of Labor here are thoroughly organized, and 
assert themselves in a vigorous and aggress.vo manner. 
[na few days there,will be agreatdemonstrstion—it bein» 
the purpose to parade 10,000 men—as en earnest pro- 
test against the verdict of the Washington judge who 
pronounced a boycoit a common conspiracy. 

The capitsl is becoming notorious for bloody mur- 
ders, generally occurring on Saturday n‘ghts, and mostly 
being the work of colored roughs. Ot the eight men 
now confined in the District jail on the charge of mur- 
der, ssven are negroes.

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QUADRENNIAL CONVENTION. 


CHRISTIAN UNION. 

(A paper read by the Secretary of the American Christian 
Convention, at Philadelphia, Pa., on October 13, 1887, at acon- 
ferenceon Christian Union, of Christian, Free Baptist, and Dis- 
ciple ministers.) 

There is increasing agitation on the subject of 
“Ohristian Union.” Events, that have attracted 


greater or less attention, tending in that direction, are 


such as the following: 

The union of Alexander Campbell, of the Disciple 
Church, and the Christians (among whom Barton W. 
Stone was prominent), at Jacksonville, Illinois. 

The union of the New School and the Old School 
Presbyterians. 


The agitation as to union between the Methodist 


cburches North and South. 


The agitation of union between the Free Baptists 


and the Christians. 

The union of the Christians and the Christian Union, 
which seems practicable. 

The growing influence of the Young Men’s Ohris- 
tian Association. 


The existence of the organization known as the 


Evangelical Alliance. 
The meeting of ministers for the discussion of union 


topics in the assembly known as “The Congress of 


Churches.” 


The admission of the Cumberland Presbyterians 


into the Pan-Presbyterian Assembly. 


The negotiations between the Free Baptists and the 


Congregationalists, and others. 


All of these thivgs indicate that there isa growing 
respect for the desire of Jesus as manifested in his 


prayer, in the 17th chapter of John. 


But our training in sectarianism has been so long 


and so strenuous that many of the attempts at union 
only illustraté the ignorance of the actors as to the real 
nature of Ohristian union. Look where you will i 
- geems that there is seldom anything better proposed 
than a sectarian consolidation, an alliance of secta. A 
union of Christians, as Christians, upon a simple Chris- 
tian basis, seems too high an ideal for men. Let us il- 
lustrate. Many seek a union that shall embrace all of 
the followers of Jesus, who adhere to certain doctrines. 
Others advocate a union of all who practice a certain 
rite. Where, among all these denominational move- 
ments of the present time looking toward union, do you 
find that a union issought of all Christians? In some at- 
tempts that are made, there is so little that is Chris- 
tian, that the word Christian, or any religious term, is 
left out of the title of the organization. 

One agitator lately told me, with the most intense 
emphasis, that he wished no union with Universalists 
or Unitarians; basing his opposition on theological 
grounds, not character. Another agitator said some 
time before to me that he desired no union with Pedo- 
baptists. His union would simply be a Baptist union. 

One desires no union with an Annihilationist, or an 
* Adventist. Another desires no union that would rec- 
ognize the Roman Catholic. And all of these agita- 
tors will be strenuous in the support of the position 
which they take, that a union is impossible of persons 
of certain beliefs and practices. 

My heart is sad when I see that the beautiful word, 
union, a Christian word,a heavenly word, isso de- 
based; a word suggestive of that blessed home where 
we shall find Roman Catholics, Greeks, Armenians, 
Congregationalists, Disciples, Free Baptists, Epiecopa- 
lians, Unitarians, Universalists, Adventists, Presbyte- 
rians, Methodists, without any distinction among them, 
all received into that church, the assembly. of the 
saints, because of worthiness of character. How de- 
based are our ideas here when we must contract with 
each other as to the doctrinal basis of union! How 
low are our ideas of Christianity when we make the 
basis to be a doctrine rather thana life! How little 
understanding of the Scriptures we have, when we in- 
sist that our own interpretation of an ordinance shall 
be the basis of Christian union! I can not respect the 
candor of that man who professes that the Bible is his 
only creed, and then prints another creed. I can not 
respect the wisdom of that man who says the Bible is 
bis only rule of faith and practice, and then interprets 
it in such away that the Pedobsptist is rejected at 
bis church door. 

Oan there be Christian union with any statement of 
principles, short or long, except God’s Word? I an- 
swer no; I have never seen a statement of principles 

















that was adopted by any body of ecclesiastics, by any 
convention, conference, or assembly, of any belief, asa 
statement of their faith, however long, or however 
short, that did not have objectionable features. I 
never saw one that harmonized with the Scriptures. 
There is a fatality that attends all declarations, confes- 
sions, statements, creeds, or treatises, whatever name 
wé may apply to. them, that have been adopted by as- 
semblies. They are inconsistent with the truth. The 
inspiration of God is absent, and that spirit is not 
there, which is the spirit of the truth. Their motive, 
their cause, their origin, is something worldly. Earth- 
ly purposes and human ambitions have prompted the 
writing and adoption of a creed, confession, statement, 
covenant, of articles of faith; the fear of man, evinced 
in the desire to prove the assembly orthodox, or a ty- 
rannical spirit, evinced in the desire to subdue some 
individuals who reason for themselves. 

When a follower of the Savior preaches for Christian 
union, and advocates it among the followers of Jesus, 
his heart stirred with love for the brethren, burning 
with zeal, his face illumined by a smife that seems 
almost heavenly, and then says he can not uvite with 
a man that denies the trinity, and that he can not unite 
with the man who believes in universal salvation, or in 
a second probation, or a continued probation after 
death, or that he can not unite with the man who be- 
lieves in the doctrine of election, I know at once that 
it is not a desire for a union of Christians that is con- 
suming his heart; but it isa union of believers in his 
own doctrines which he desires. — 

Now, brethren, have we not had enough of this? 
What is the wisdom of talking union, union, union, for 
1500 years, and doing those things that are in them- 
selyes schismatic in their very nature? The Roman 
Catholic believes in union; he has advocated it with 
more consistency than many Protestants; and yet we 
examine, and we find that it is not Christian union that 
he seeks, but Catholic consolidation and power. The 
Presbyterian believes in Christian union also; the 
Baptist believes in it; the Disciple believes in it 
There is no difference as to the theory; and yet these 
people can not come together. The Catholic, the 
Presbyterian, the Disciple, the Baptist, the Methodist, 
will none of them practice Christian union; but they 
all accuse those who seek simply for Christian union of 
being disunionists. Is it not evident in view of these 
facte, that, in order to secure Christian union, we 
must stand upon a basis where the Catholic Christian 
can stand, where the Presbyterian, the Baptist, the Dis- 
ciple, and all can stand, without violating their own 
consciousness? What basis is that but freedom to be- 
lieve, interpreting the Scriptures, each individual for 
himself; the only test being that of Christian charac- 
ter? And that phrase, Christian character, to be 
understood as the Christian world understands it, to be 
the man’s life? a profession of loving the Lord coupled 
with conduct that is consistent with the confession 
of the mouth. Christian character has been inter- 
preted by some as obedience to certain ordinances 
coupled with the life. But Christian character is the 
character of the Christian. It is the character of 
Washington, of Watts, of Wesley, of Roger Williams, 
of Doddridge, of Fenelon, of Thomas a Kempis, of 
Peter, of Paul, of John the Baptist. An interpreta- 
tion of Christian character that would exclude any of 
these Christians is not correct. Ohristian character is 
that-which every Christian has, and in every union, a 
union of Christians, we must stand upon such a basis 
that every Christian is welcomed, welcomed as an equal; 
and that not by leaving out the name of our Savior. 

And, brethren, only upon such a basis and only with 
such a spirit can we ever attain unto Christian union. 
There is no Christian union that is afraid of the name 
Christian. 

Suppose the Christians and the Disciples unite upon 
the basis that no person, holding the faith of the Pres- 
byterian, or Oongregationalist, or Methodist, shall be 
admitted to our fellowship, or welcomed at our doors 
as Christian brethren; we only make a sect, and we do 
not advance the cause of Christian union. Suppose 
the Christians and Free Baptists unite upon such a 
basis that no Adventist shall feel at home among us; is 
there any progress in the way of Christian union? 
There is only another sect; it may be a larger one, but 
the probability is that it will bea smaller one; for 
Free Baptists will be left who will not go into the 


union; and Christians will be left who will not go into 
the union; and a third body will be formed, that is, of But it is objected that in the attempt at union of the 


those who unite underthe new organization. You 
multiply denominations; but we do not have any more 
of Christian union. It would bea misfortune for the 
cause of Christian union, if the Roman Catholic and 
the Greek churches should unite. It would bean in- 
describable calamity if the Catholic Church and the 
Church of England should unite. It would bea mig- 
fortune that we would lament for centuries, if the 
Presbyterians and the Congregationalists should unite, 


I oan see no hope for the cause of our Master in the — 


consolidation of denominations as denominations, [| 
only see hope where there is union in Christ; and that 
union in Christ must be one where the people are awed 
and bowed down with the deepest respect and rever- 
ence, where they are imbued with the full understand- 
ing and comprehension of that saying of our Savior, 
“Whosoever shall receive one of such little children in 
my name, receiveth me; and whosoever receiveth me, 
receiveth not me, but him that sent me.” 

It seems, then, that there can be no union, except in 
liberty. Let us admit that. Why should we not be 
free? Why should we have a spirit of division in in- 
terpreting the Word of God that shall put shackles 
upon the intellect, walking in a groove that is worn 
deep by the tired feet of slaves that have been driven 
by task-masters before us? Why should we be com- 
pelled to run upon an iron track, like a machine held 
by its steel flanges to the rail, unable to turn upon the 
right hand, or upon the left hand, from the metallic 
intellectual way, without wrecking our intellectual pro- 
cesses? Unable to turn upon the right hand to explore 
the fields of truth that God has spread all beautiful be- 
fore us; or upon the left hand, to climb the mountain, 
whose peak rises in the sunshine of God’s smile; be- 
cause, forsooth, men may say that it is error; they have 
not interpreted Soripture in that way. 

“For freedom did Christ set us free.” Do not be en- 
tangled again with the yoke of bondage. Such a yoke 
is little better than a chain of sin. For Jesus said 
that the Scriptures were fulfilled in himself; that God 
“had sent him to proclaim release to the captives.” 
How can we speak of “the liberty of the glory of the 
children of God” (Romans 8: 21) if there is no true 
liberty of the children of God? “For why is my lib- 
erty judged by another conscience?” (I. Cor. 10: 29.) 
Religion that is without liberty is not God's religion; 
it is some false religion. God is not served by slaves, 
by bondsmen; but by sons. His very spirit is the 
spirit of liberty. ‘“‘And where the spirit of the Lord 
is, there is liberty.” (II. Cor. 3:17.) God appre- 
ciates and values liberty; so much, indeed, that he does 
not destroy man’s freedom of choice in bringing him 
salvation; but says, Choose ye this day whom ye will 
serve. If God allows liberty of choice as to whom 
man shall serve, have we not’ enough of the divine na- 
ture within us, not enough of the spirit of God, to al- 
low liberty? “For ye, brethren, are called for free- 
dom.” (Galatians 5:13) A declaration of princi- 
ples, a statement, a creed, a confession, a treatise on 
faith, adopted by a body of believers, however inno- 
cent they may be supposed to be, or may suppose them- 
selves to be, can not but be the token of intellectual 
bondage, even though in itself it disclaims authority. 
For the brother who does not believe all the wordings 
of the oreed, or statement, which his brethren have 
adopted, will seek to turn his mind in that direction 
for the sake of harmony with his brothers. Otherwise 
he will feel isolated, in a minority, unlike his brethren, 
and that a pressure other than that of the Word of God 
is brought to bear upon his intellect. These things are 
the marks of the divisions of the past; that perpetuate 
discord, and that have a motive opposed to liberty. 

It is astonishing that when men seek to manufacture 
these chains, they have scrupulously ignored the bands 
of the first commandment, a commandment certainly 
of equal importance with any other, and yet, a com- 
mandment published lately by the great Dr. McLaren, 
as being of little force in Christian countries. If we 
must be bound by intellectual bands, let us pay rever- 
ence to the Word of God concerning the first command- 
ment. 

But let us seek for a union where men are free; & 
union of brothers brought together by the bond of 
love, and not by the discipline of the camp, or the yoke 
of oxen; permitting diversity of belief, diversity of 
ceremony, having our final regard only for Christisn 
character, as developed or made known, or manifested 
in the profession and conduct of the man. 
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followers of Jesus, of these various bodies, moved by 
varying impulses, led by zeal for diverging beliefs, 
there will be everlasting discord, contention, argument; 
that churches of such different faith can not harmon- 
ize with each other; that Christians of such opposite 
habits of thought can not stand side by side in the 
army of the Lord, and fight as a united body against 
the agencies of sin. There is much force in this. It 
sometimes seems to me that union of the followers of 
Christ can never be reached until there is union of 
sentiment. For every one who has a faith that is 
worthy of respect, every one that has a mind trained to 
strong habits of thought, every one who has searched 
for truth, and for truth itself, in candor and honesty, 
must love the truth; he must be zealous for the truth; 
he is willing to suffer for the truth, and his heart will 
burn within him when he sees the errors of others. 
The tongue will be loosed. His words will be words 
of love; but sometimes of fire. Ridicule, epigram, de- 
nunciation, will spring to his lips, as he sees objection- 
able practices that come into the worship, because o! 
objectionable doctrines. In this there will be no sin; 
but, although there will be no sin, the very zeal animat- 
ing the follower of Jesus will lead to strife, to angry 
replies, to discord, and to new divisions. So that if to- 
day the whole world were in the Catholic Church, and 
the strong arm of civil power were removed, there 
would be divisions springing up to-morrow. If all 
were in the Episcopal Church, unless tyranny held the 
masses united, there would be division to-morrow. If 
all were in the Presbyterian Church to day, there 
would be division to-morrow. If all were in the Bap- 
tist Church to-day, there would be division to-morrow. 
It all were in the Disciple Church to-day, there would 
be division to-morrow. For when some great preacher 
would say that the kingdom of heaven was not set up 
until the day of Pentecost, some one would notice that 
the Scriptures relate that Jesus taught that the king- 
dom of heaven was from the days of John the Baptist, 
saying, ‘For all the prophets and the law prophesied 
until John.” Having that text, they could base upon 
it their authority to start a sect. They might call it 
the True Kingdomites. And the other would be called, 
perhaps, The Pentecostites. 

There must be greater or less unity of opinion. That 
oan only be secured by accepting the Word of God. By 
accepting the Word of God, it will be secured more and 
more. See the present statements of the doctrines of 
the trinity, as it is taught to-day, compared with the 
statements of the doctrine of the trinity of preceding 
days. How careful ministers are now to word their 
statements in such a way as to avoid the objectionable 
features that have been bound to the doctrine in the 
past, and which discussion and argument have made 
plain. 

There must be one faith; even as there is one Lord, 
one baptism, one God and Father of all; one hope. 
We will come to the unity of the Syirit in the bond of 
peace When we come to the knowledge of God in 
Christ; when we speak the same things; when “we all 
attain unto the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God.” (Ephesians 4: 13 ) 

But until that time comes that we are united in be- 
lief, let us take care that we grant unto every follower 
of the Savior, the Gospel privileges which we ask for 
ourselves. There can be more and more of Christian 
union by our granting liberty of interpretation. This 
will lead more and more to peace and truth and love.

ENCOURAGING. 


On Ootober 12th the Treasurer of the Convention, 
Hon. F. A. Palmer informed me that there were in 
the treasury, in the Convention fund, $125 44. Orders 
against the Convention fund have been paid, for Con- 
vention expenses, for the following sums: $6821, 
$321 38, $2 50, 85 cents, $550 76. 

On October 12ch the Treasurer informed me that in 
the Home Mission fund he had on hand $2 003 59. This 
was the proceeds of the Children’s Day Call. By ex- 
amining the Qaadrennial Book, page 148, third column, 
we find that the receipts of the Children’s Day collec- 
tion of 1886 were $1650 “in round numbers.” The 
receipts this year are some hundreds more than last 
year, Last year, 1886, there were $400 more than in 
1885. In 1886, however, the Secretary of the Oonven- 
tion gave private notice to all the churches of the 
Children’s Day collection. 

Let us be encouraged by this increase from concerted 


action. By co-operating with each other we can suc- 
ceed, This is now our main duty. 

On October 12th, in response to the Foreign Mission 
Call, $185 57 had been received. 

Will the brethren take care to make reports to the 
secretaries of the conferences, so that the Secretary of 
the Convention will be enabled to tabulate these re- 
ports by conferences and districts?

$2,000, referred to the Home Mission of this year, the 
last word of which that I have (August 31st) was that 
the sum received by the Treasurer at that time was 
$1,964. Without doubt it is considerably more by this 
time.

“UNION OF ALL THE FOLLOWERS OF 
CHRIS1.” 


The above is one of the principles of the Christians. 
These principles have been adopted as the plain state- 
ments or teachings of the Gospel, containing, as we 
have supposed, no terms capable of more than one in- 
terpretatiop, and that interpr. tation so plain that all 
may easily understand; or, in other words, we have 
looked upon these as fundamentals. 

The reason why we have no statements in our list of 
principles concerning the trinity, vicarious atonement, 
predestination, etc., is that we do not behold in these 
things of which creeds are made, the fufidamentals of 
Christian life. They are nct essential to our growth in 
grace, or to our proper relationship to God and man. 

Again: As we have advocated these principles, we 
have all entertained the same concept as t> the import 
of these uiterances, or, at least, it has generally been 
considered so. When we have referred to the Bible, 
it has been to us the word of God, and the rule of our 
faith and practice. As to the extent and natare of the 
inspiration that charact2rizes it, we may not all agree; 
inspiration is nct mentioned in the statement of the 
principles we advocate. 

Again: When we think of Jesus Christ, we think 
of him as the Head and only Head of the Church. We 
may not agree as to the exact } sition he holds in the 
divine plav, or t> the exact nature of the work he per- 
forms; but these things have no place in the principles 
we have stated; and so on, with all these statements, 
finding nothing in any of them that can render possi- 
ble a disagreement, until we reach this one bearing on 
the union of the followers of Christ. 

Here we find a word parmit ing two interpretations. 
This fact was given a very prominent showing at the 
recent session of the Miami Conference. The chair- 
man of the Committee on Christian Union, Dr. Me- 
Whinney, stood opposed t> organic union, and, un- 
doubtedly, based his opposition on Bible reasons. He 
stood in favor of spiritual union, and, no doubt, based 
his advocacy of the same on Bible teachingys. 

All, however, will agree with Dr. McWhinney that 
spiritual union is the great end desired; but some feel 
that spiritual union can come through no other chan- 
nel than organic union. 

The Doctor holds to the opinion that spiritual depends 
not at all upon organic union. Surely is it true that 
organic union can never be consummated save where 
spiritual union exists. 

The question arises, Which of these two unions would 
be the superior accomplishment? Spiritual union is 
the desire of us all, and is explicitly taught in the 
Scriptures. Some would claim that organic union is 


not so explicitly taught by Scripture; therefore, these 
do not long for it. Others claim that the ideal church 
is the one where an organic unity exists, and that this 
organic union is the avenue through which the follow- 
ers of Christ arrive at spiritual union, or otherwise, 
they believe one union can not exist without the other. 

Because of these different lights that are thrown on 
this twin union, it appears to me that we have on our 
hands in that word “union” s creature something 
like atonement, in that we can’t agree as to the nature 
of it. 

So far as I am concerned, I am in favor of organic 
union, from the fact that I can not see how spiritual 
union can exist without it. Neither can I see how 
we can have organic -union until we have spiritual 
union. So, looking at it from my point of view, one 
can not exist without the other, and when we get one 
we will have both. And could we all see it that way, 
there could be no quibbling possibly over the term 
used in the sixth principle. 

I read the twenty-fifth and the twenty-sixth verses 
of the twelfth chapter of I. Corinthians, and feel that 
it surely teaches organic union: ‘And there should 
be no schism in the body; but that the members should 
have the same care, one for another, and whether one 
member suffer, all the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honored, all the members rejoice with it.” 

Then I read John 17: 21, and I feel it is spiritual 
unity: “That they all may be one, as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they may all be one in 
us.” Let us heed this principle of union in all its full- 
ness; for we have not comprehended all in the thought 
of organic union. It only finds its fulfillment in the 
spirit. B. R. Lona.

. REVIVALS. 

The season of the year is rapidly approaching when 
churches and pastors will arrange for special religious 
meetings, with a view to a revival in the Church and 
the conversion of sinners. There may be those who 
are disposed to criticise unfavorably the oustom so 
prevalent of holding protracted meetings for the pur- 
pose of stimulating the Church to increased spiritual 
activity, and as against any special effort, assert that 
the Church shofild always live and work up to its high- 
est possibility; and, furthermore, that these periodic 
efforts have a tendency to perpetuate the apparent 
necessity of their continuance, and to the same extent 
fail in holding the body of believers up to their highest 
condition of efficiency. Practically, we believe there 
is something of truth but more of error in the judg- 
ment thus given. We must take humanity as it is, and 
aa religious educators do with and for it the best we 
ean. Art and science, literature and politics, have 
their seasons, their periods of decline and of revival, 
not because of any inherent weakness of the truth 
served, but because of the inherent flexibility and 
weakness of human nature. -As Christianity, the 
divinest science, has no other medium, and must work 
out ite blessed results upon the same human nature, 
we may expect to see more or less of periodicity mani- 
fest, especially in the earlier experience of its subjects. 

Revival efforts may be wise or foolish, right or wrong, 
and the resulting phenomena may be either genuine 
or spurious, and the Church will be affected thereby 
profoundly either in a gracious quickening of all its 
energies in functional life and increased spiritual activ- 
ity, or in s spasmodic effort more or lesa violent, in which 
fanatical zeal and extravagant speech dishonor the 
cause, and numbers of highly excited people are per- 
suaded to identify themselves with the Church. Aga 
natural result reaction quickly follows the abnormal 
condition, brought about by high-preasure methods, and 
not only will the Church fied itself more or less ex- 
hausted and dishonored, but many of those who yielded 
only because of the pressure of unhealthy excitement, 
will, in the reaction, find themselves out of harmony 
with their surroundings; and concluding that they have 
been deceived, will go back into the old habits of life, 
worse by so much at least, that when the influences 
of the Holy Spirit move upon these hearts, convicting 
of sin, righteousness, and judgment, they are armed 
ageiast its power by the spasmodic experience through 
which they have passed. 

Weare not to be understood as uttering one word 
against religious earnestness and deep, religious feel- 
ing; these are the natural concomitants of a genuine 
revival in the Church, but they are always incidental, 
and not the supreme aim of those who are led by the 
Spirit of truth. It is, then, of the highest impor- 
tance that pastors and churches should exercise great 
care, both as to the evangelist or revivalist called to 
conduct the special meetings, and alao the methods of 
service introduced. 

Revivals, when the result of a spiritual quickening 
and profound conviction by the power of the Holy 
Spirit, are not only desirable but they are essential to 
the increased and perpetuated fruitfulncss of the 
Church, as they are frequently necessary to the awak- 
ening and conversion of sinners. Taking things as 
they are, it-is safe to affirm that a church without re- 
vivals will not only fail in the conversicn of sinuers, 
but the organization itself will fail and die. Many 
sad mistakes have been made, and results so disastrous 
that though in some instances years have intervened, 
the pernicious effects of those meetings or series of 
meetings are still visible and harmful. 

The revival season is a harvest time for advcnturers 
of all kinds and characters. Oarefully and critically 
interview and investigate before permitting any one not 
well known to take charge and control of religious 
services in your church. Unfortunately there are men, 
and women too, circulating through the country as re- 


vivalists, who lack in gifts, grace, and usefulness, Self- 


advertised and announced, these noisy declaimers have 
in many instances won the consent of a thoughtless 
few, and through them pushed their way into the pul- 
pit sgainst the better judgment of the pastor, and 
more thoughtful of the m:mbership, and once fairly 
in position, proceeded systematically to accomplish 
their selfish, wicked purposes, being careful always to 
fleece their victims to the utmost. 

We know of some to-day who, like one of old, are 


“going to and fro in the world, and walking up and 
down in it,” seeking among the churches an oppor- 
tunity to pose as revivalists whose reputation at 
home is anything but savory, who are known as dis- 
honest, and could not, where they are known, borrow 
a dollar on their own names. A good brother inform- 
ed us recently of a man and woman who, as husband 
and wife, thrust themselves upon the churches as 
celebrated revivalists. After securing the confidence 
of the people, and by falsehood obtaining various sums 
of money, it was discovered that they were first-class 
imposters, living in sin, never having been married, 
though living cs man and wife. 

Again we say, look out for adventurers, and be very 
careful as to those you admit to the responsible posi- 
tion of religious teachers in your churches; and as we 
can not do more at present than give a general note of 
warning, we leave with pastors and churches to make 
the application as the special features of each case may 
demand. It would seem to be eminently proper that 
the counsel of the pastor should go very far in de- 
termining every question relative to the regular and 
special services of the church. If the services of any 
other than the pastor of the church are desired in 
special meetings, the pastor’s choice in all probability 
will be the wiser selection. And whoever is invited it 
should be clearly understood that the meetings are 
always under the direction and control of the pastor. 
Avoid, and if necessary oppose, all efforts to secure 
high-pressure excitement. A religious spasm with its 
legitimate concomitants, and a genuine revival of the 
religion of Jesus Christ, inspired by the Holy Spirit, 
are two very distinct and different affairs. The one “is 
of the earth, earthy,” the other is from heaven. The 
former may originate much more noise and excitement, 
attracting great crowds for weeks, and in some instances 
even be overruled for some good; the other may be less 
expressive, attracting less general attention, but its 
currents of feeling will be deep, pure, and abiding, 
always leaving upon the church most blessed results. 

A good place to commence the work of revival is in 
the prayer-meeting. “Judgment must begin at the 
house of God.” Deep persona! consecration upon the 
part of the members of the church is essential to every 
genuine revival. Let the preaching of the Gospel be 
honest and spiritual, having no “uncertain sound;’’ let 
the members be reminded of their duties and responsi- 
bilities, and downright earnestness characterizs all the 
efforts of the minister, and soon the prayer-meeting 
will “show the sign.” Follow up faithfully and per- 
sistently this course, with strong faith in God and 
consecrated human effort, and the result is as sure as 
the rising of the sun, as certain as the ix flowing tides. 
The influence of the Holy Spirit will be manifest in an 
awakening of sinners, the conversion of wanderers, 
and the ingathering into the Church of many who are 
now strangers and prodigsls. Let the constant prayer 
of every Christian be, ‘O Lord, revive thy work!”

WHAT UNION? 

Spiritual union is not something to be sought after 
by the Christian. Why should he seek for what he 
already has? As well seek for love or hope in the 
Obristian life or faith, as spiritual union. Should the 
branch seek for a closer union with the root than it al- 
ready has? Should the. branch seek for a cloxer union 
with its brother-branches than it already has? What 
can be more than ‘‘one in Christ Jesus?” or what can 
better express unity of a spiritual nature than “sitting 
together in Christ Jesus?” © 

Who will tell us that Christians of every name are 
not already one in Jesus? Who will assume that Chris- 
tians who sit together in Christ Jesus have not already 
attained to spiritual unity? Two Christian hearts, 
whatever their doctrine or latitude, will as naturally 
unite in Christian fellowship and love as two drops of 
water. 

Christian or spiritual unity is an inevitable result of 
the spirit of Godin the heart. You separate a man 
from Christ, and he is no longera Christian. You sep- 
arate a man from his brother in fellowship and love, 
and he is no lorg ra Christian. Spiritual unity is at- 
tained instantly and in every case,.and has been in all 
the ages, by virtue of the new birth. Weare born into 
it as the child is born iato the family. You oan nct 
divide Christian hearts without expelling the Christ. 
Spiritual unity is fellowship and love between. God’s 
children. Who ever saw a Obristian who did not fel- 
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lowship and love all Christians? Whoever finds Christ 
finds his brother in every one who loves Christ. Spir- 
itual unity in no wise depends on organic unity, and 
organic unity isa result that would naturally flow from 
that spiritual unity found in regeneration, if unwise 
men did not seek to divide convert hearts. The con- 
verts of a common revival always deplore the necessity 
for division. 

Jesus did not pray for spiritual unity! That already 
existed, and could but exist. His prayer was against 
the division of his little family into rival fadtions. As 
well pray that a mother may love her child, or the 
child the mother, as that a Christian man should love 
his brother, or be one in fellowship and love with him. 
The denominations have always pleaded for organic 
division as a good and not as an evil. The Christians, 
until now, have always protested against these divis- 
ions as an evil. Moreover, following our test of church 
fellowship—Ohristian character salone—the Church 
will as inevitably drift into organic union as that the 
light will illumine the darkness. If organic unity is 
not desirable, we would better discard that princip!e 
which will inevitably lead to it, if adopted.

We are importuned almost weekly for a household 
depart ment, a temperunce department, a Sundsy- school 
department, and richer selections from the leading 
papers of the Nation, etc. Our invariable answer has 
to be, “We have no room for temperance, household, 
and Sunday-school departments.” It is true that we 
have no room, and yet it is true that we can make more 
room. This House can lose nothing by expenditures 
necessary to the answer of our public want. The way 
to increase the circulation is to increase the value of 
the paper, and onc of the best ways to increase its 
value is to increase its size. If we feed the people 
they will pay for their bread without grumbling.

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NOTES FROM NORTHFIELD.—No. 5. 

After silent prayer and the singing of Coronation, 
Mir. Moody read the Sermon on the Mount responsively. 
Rev. Dr. Drummond, of the University of Edinburgh, 
was then introduced, and spoke as follows: 

The mistake and disaster of the Christian world is 
that we expect these beatitudes without the conditions. 
We expect to be filled when we hunger and thirst 
without being sure that it is for righteousness. This 
is the fundamental cause of the unsatisfied longing in 
the Christian Church. You strike it anywhere in 
America. I went to lecture a few hundred miles from 
here on science. When I saw the looks of the audi- 
ence, I shut up my- specimens and took out some 
crumbs from the Book of Life. Folks try everything 
and then resign themselves to a low order of living. 
What I should like to get at this conference would be 
a blessing that would last. 

Why is religious character so disheveled? full of 
shreds and patches, and every sermon seems to put out 
the last we heard? It is because we have our religious 
life without a foundation. I want to point out, now, a 
principle which will give stability, sincsrity—the prin- 
ciple that every effect produced on the soul of man is 
the reault of a cause; and instead of praying for 
effect, pray for cause. There is no perhaps in nature; 
there is a cause for everything. A leaf stirs. I invol- 
untarily refer it toa cause. If you wake up with a cold 
to-morrow, you begin to think how you behaved to-day. 
It is the same in religion. Peace does not come down 
like the snow from heaven. If you fulfill the cause, 
you can not fail of the effact. 

What Christian grace do you want? You say, “Joy.” 
How do you go to work to get it? “I have prayed for 
it for years,” you say. If you have got your answer 
that way, go on without regard to what I am saying. 
You cin not get joy without prayer; but, what is the 
cause? Turn to the parable of the vine. It was told 
because, He said, ‘These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full.” How? By abiding in Christ. The 
fourteenth and fifteenth of John are full of ifs. “If 
ye love me,” the new version says, “ye will keep my 
commandments.” “And I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter, that he may be with 
you forever”—another effect. The whole passage is 
conditional on that first. In the twenty-first verse we 
read: “He that hath my commandments and keepeth 
them, he it is that loveth me;.and he that loveth me 
shall be loved of my Father, and I will love him, and 
will manifest myself unto him.” A man can not see 
God unless he is pure in heart. He has not got the 
lens in proper condition.. If you do this you will love 
Christ. 

In the next chapter: ‘If ye abide in me, and my 
words abide in you, ask whatsoever ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you.” It is no use to ask unless you 
abide; and yet we plead the promises and expect God 
to fulfill them right dway. As well expect rain out of 
a cloudless sky. 

“All things work together for good.” We like to 
quote that; but it is only to a small set of people. 
“Unto the upright there ariseth light in the darkness.” 
People say, ‘Pray, and you will get it,” without seeing 
whether they are upright in heart. The emphasis of 
the Christian Church has been spent far too much on 
If you want anything, 
look up the conditions. There is no miscarriage in 
cause and effect. Nothing can happen in the world ex- 
cept by cause and effect, though you may -not always 
know it. I would like to ask the ladies if they will 
look up this point of cause and effect. Women believe 
where men give up. A doctor told a lady she must die. 
A man would have given up; she said, “I'll fight it 
out.” It was heroic, but not scientific. Get a little 
science into your Christian life. The Bible came out 
of religion, not religion out of the Bible. 

Well, what shall we take next after joy? Mr. Moody 
said, “Patience.” It is evident that patience must be 
a result. “Count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations, knowing this, that the trial of your faith 
worketh patience.” The greatest of all temptations is 
to be without any. If I do not exercise my arm, I 
make no muscle. What makes a good artisan? What 
makes a good pianist? Practice. What makes a good 
Christian? Practice. A mother beseiged by children 
till she is worn out, is getting a practical lesson on 
patience. You say, “Oh, if I hada lodge in some vast 


wilderness, what a Christian I would be!” You would 
lose your chance. In ordinary circumstances and to 
ordinary people it is daily life that furnishes the op- 
portunity for development. The farm is not the place 
to make crops, but tomake men. All the things about 
your home, and all your trials and temptations are 
what God uses to bring out your Christian character. 

Now, let me take something else you are praying 
very hard for—faith. If you have not got it, and have 
been praying for it, it is evident you are on the wrong 
track. How did I learn about Mr. Moody? I heard 
about him, and that he was trustworthy. If I want to 
trust. you more, I must know you better and better. 
And when I find one day that God has been faithful in 
something he has promised me, I have more faith in 
him than I had the day before. 

Love can not be manufactured. You fall in love. 
The disciples did not have to pray tor love to Christ. 
They could not help it. The new and true version is, 
“‘We love because he first loved us.” Get into the 
blaze aud heat of that love from personal contact, and 
you will fallin. Everything in religion comes out of 
that simple fellowship with Christ. How are we to love? 
To obey. How are we to obey? Tolove. Acircle: “If 
ye love me ye will keep my commandments.” “If ye 
keep my commandments ye shall abide in my love.” If 
you love me, you will obay. If you obey, you will love. 
If you live an unselfish life, you are bound to be happy. 

The fountain head of all experience is Christ him- 
self. Intallible method of sanctification. If you lay 
the keel of your boat well, your boat will never be 
wrecked. You say you love and trust Christ as you do 
anybody else, and so make of it a common friendship. 
Who talks of common friendship? It is the highest, 
woblest thing. What is heaven? A father with his 
children. 

Mr. Moody asked, “How do you get peace?” Answer: 
“Be careful for nothing, but in everything, by prayer 
and supplication, with thanksgiving, let your requests 
be made known unto God. And the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Jesus Christ.” Now,do not look for 
peace till you have got to that. The conception we 
have is that these graces are going to be taken down 
bodily and handed to us. I stood by Niagara and saw 
it sawing and sawing away this continent. A man 
was sent out to estimate how fast the Mississippi 
was carrying off the land. One-six thousandth of an 
inch in a year. 

Dr. Drummond continued the computation: The 
human body is so much carbon, hydrogen, etc., built 
up. The Christian life is built up the same way. If 
you get the blessing here, it will be because you have 
assumed certain relations. Pray that you may abide 
in Christ. “Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace 
whose mind is stayed on thee, because he trusteth in 
thee.” EK, A. 8.

THE ADAMS FAMILY. 


John Ademi, his wife Abigail, their son John 
Quincy, and grandson Charles Francis, have made for 
themselves a record that is interwoven in all past 
American history. George Bancroft, in the July Cen- 
tury Magazine, furnishes some very interesting histor- 
ical incidents connected with the heads of that re- 
markable family. 

In the year 1818, Mr. Bancroft, then a young man, 
was invited by Andrew Norton, librarian to Harvard 
College, a gentleman of much purity of character, to ac- 
company him to spend an afternoon at Mr. Adams’ 
mansion, in Quincy. Mr. Norton’s special desire was 
to get the ex-President’s version of the misunderstand- 
ing that at one time existed between himself and Ben- 
jamin Franklin, growing out of their labors as negotia- 
tors in Europe. 

Mr. Adams would say but little about that, but he 
and Mrs. Adams entertained their guests with a New 
England repast, and gave Mr. Norton some interesting 
points about the treaty with France, negotiated by 
Chief-J ustice Ellsworth and his associates as American 
commissioners, and Joseph Bonaparte, elder brother of 
the then First Consul, afterward Emperor Napoleon. 
A very satisfactory treaty was drawn up and signed by 
Napoleon, who prompted his brother Joseph to invite 
the Americans to his handsome chateau, at Monfon- 
taine, not far from Paris. One hundred and fifty guests 
were treated to an inviting repast in three rooms or 
halle. The first was named the “Hall of Union,’ the 
second the “Hall of Washington,” and the third the 


“Hall of Franklin.” Napoleon gave the first toast, 
“In memory of those who had fallen in defense of 
French and American liberties.” 

After the dinner came a grand display of fireworks, 
concert of music, and private theatricals, by some of 
the best actors in Paris. The whole artiole is interegt- 


ing, 

Soke Adams draws the following picture in review 
of his administration in a letter to a personal friend: 
“After the 3d of March Iam to be a private citizen. 
I shall leave the Government, or State, with its coffers 
full, and the fair prospect of a peace with all the world 
smiling in its face, its commerce flourishing, its navy 
glorious, ita agriculture uncommonly productive and 
lucrative. O, my country, may peace be within thy 
walls, and prosperity within thy palaces!” 

Auy sketch of the Adams family that leaves out 
John Adams’ noble wife would be very incomplete and 
imperfect. Abigail Adams was one of the heroines of 
our Revolutionary struggle. How well I remember 
hearing a lecture, nearly fifty years ago, by her distin- 
guished grandson, on the virtues of his grandmother! 
How nobly she sustained herself and her family (John 
Quincy was then a small lad) amidst the trying war 
troubles that struck Massachusetts with such powerful 
blows! Her distinguished husband was at the time in 
the Continental Congress, Independence Hall, Phila- 
delphia. In those days it took about two weeks for a 
letter to go from Quincy to Mr. Adams, and equally 
long to convey an answer back to her, so that virtually 
she was left to her own resources and good judgment 
in the management of the estate. I remember with 
what honest pride Charles Francis would take up and 
read, in the course of his lecture, his grandmother's 
letters. She was wide awake concerning the move- 
ments of her country’s toes, and kept her husband well 
advised on a variety of topics, both political and domes- 
tic.

NEGLECTED MARBLE HEAD STONES.

followed by the emery cloth, and a coat of Swain’s paint 
already mixed, which comes in convenient sized cans 


with handles attached. I had previously asked for an

THE ECLIPSE. 


To-day (August 19, 1887) an almost total eclipse took 
place. It commenced about 2:30 Pp. m., and reached 
its almost entire eclipse about 3:45 p.m. Not know- 
ing whether our watches are exact to the minute, I can 
not give the time any nearer. 

Near the time, a thin skim of clouds came over, yet 
not thick enough to shut out thesun entirely from sight. 
As the eclipse commenced, it gradually shut out of 
view a small part from the right side of the sun, from 
it continuing till at its height it appeared similar to a 
new moon. 

Throughout the time of the eclipse it was much 
darker than usual at the same time of day. When 
about the time of its zenith it was as dark as midtime, 
between sunset and dark; even the crows flew to their 
nests, and the chickens became quiet as though they 
thought it was almost night. 

At Shirakawa, so I learn, the full eclipse was visible. 
This Shirakawa was the place, it will be remembered, 
where we spent a Sunday on the road from Yokohama 
to this place. Am too busy to comment.
